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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 35-80 and 92-101 are pending. Claims 35, 44, 49, 52, and 100 have 
been amended in this communication filed 5/19/06 entered as Amendment with filing of 
Specification. An extension of time was filed on 5/1 1/06 and entered. 

2. The Specification amendments filed 5/19/06 has been considered and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 35-80 and 92-101 are pending allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance:. Applicants' the buyer executing the second 
payment draft with the second payment draft satisfying the conditions of the first 
payment draft prior to receiving the traded product and the seller releasing the traded 
product for delivery to a buyer prior to receiving the latent payment draft in claim 35, the 
buyer executing a second bill-of-exchange with the second bill-of-exchange satisfying 
the conditions of the first bill-of-exchange prior to receiving the traded product in claim 
44, the first and second bills-or-exchange are interdependent when each bill-of- 
exchange is payable only if the other bill-of-exchange is unpaid in claim 64, an event - 
activated prerelease latent first bill-of-exchange being payable to the seller's order and 
being drawn on the buyer with the first bill-of-exchange ordering a payment with the 
payment being the payment for the traded product to be made within a term beginning 
with a specified activating event by the buyer and the seller occurring prior to execution 
of the first bill-of exchange by the buyer and the activating event being effective to 
render the draft negotiable of the traded product by the seller in claims 68, trading a 
product between a seller and a buyer comprising the steps of a-b and I) -VI) and h) with 
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i)-l) in claim 75 and a)-b), l)-Vi), and c)-j) in claim 101. For these reasons claims 35, 44, 
64, 68, 75, and 101 is deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, and claims 
36-43, 45-63, 65-67, 69-74, and 76-100 are allowed by dependency.
